Arriage was lawfull for all Pricſtes in the old 
M Teſtament. For the Prophet Jeremre was the tecem,:,r.

at Anathoth : Hophni and Phinehas , were the ſonnes 1,S-m, 1. 3 
of Eli the Pricſt : Sephora was the daughter of Jethro, xxod, 18, r, 
who was the Prieſt of Midian. Saint John the Baptiff, 1uke, 1yer: 
(that holy precurſer of our Lord Icſus,) was a prieſts 2 '3' 
ſonne, cuen the ſonne of Zacharias. Y ca, the marri- 
age of Prieſtes was then ſo deere in Gods ſight, that 
the High-prieſt was forbidden to marry ;not ſimply 
andabſolutely,but ro marry a VV iddow,a divorced, Levit. z1. 
or polluted woman: and hee was charged to take a © 13» 14: 
Maid of his owne people. In the New Teſtament, 
no prohibition can be found, as which is conſonant 
tothe Old ; pronouncing Marriage honorablcinall, jz.4, ;;, v. 4 
and a bedde vndefhiled. | 
Marriage {asthe Apoſtle teacheth vs,) was orday- 1, Cor, 7. 
ned for a remedy againſt fornication, tobe vſed of all 
(uch, as find themſclues gricucd with that diſeaſe ; 8 
conſequently,ſecing that diſcaſe is as well incident to 
perſons Eccleſiaſticall, as to perſons ſecular , and of- 
tentimes more, the Medicine is as neceſſary and as 
lawfull for the one ſort, as it is for the other.

of the auncient Fathers,) could neuer find the Popes 
Pardons, or any mention thereof, in any of all theyr 
, writings. For as SylueFey truly aid; The olde VWri- 
ters were not acquainted with any ſuch thing. Yea, 
their famous Martyr and Biſhop, Maiſter Fiſhery , in 
his aunſwere to Maiſter Zuthers Articles, was infor- 
ccd to admit the newnes of the Popes pardons : and Conire. 4rtic 
withall forſooth to yeeld this reaſon forthe ſame, viz, "*"" 
That Purgatory was not then ſo well knowne to the 
Church, as it isnow adayes. Perufe and note wel the 
nexc Chapter, which- is of Purgatorie ſo ſuppoſed 
payncs.

Neither vyas 
it without the great diſpenſation of the holy. Ghoſt, 
thatafrer ſo many yeeres, Catholicks both-belceucd 
purgatory, 8 recciucd the vie of pardons generallic, 
So long as there was no care of Purgatory, no man 
ſought for pardons, For of it dependeth all the efti- 
mation of pardons. If thou rake away purgatory,to 
what end ſhall wee neede pardons? fog ifthere be no

the NeewRelipion. 
Purgatory, we ſhallnecde no pardons. Conſidering 
therefore, how lotig Purgatory was vnknowne,then 
that it was ielecal of ſome by little and lirtle,partly 
by reuelations, and partly by the Scriptures; and (© 
at the laſt beleeued generally of the whole Church, 
© wedoecalily ynderſtand the cauſe of pardons. Since 
therefore purgatory was ſo lately known 8 recceiued 
ofthe whole Church, whocan admire pardons, that 
there was no vic ofthe in the primatiue Church.Par- 
dons therefose began,after the people ſtoode indome 
feare of purgatory. Thus writeth the popiſh Biſhop 
Fiſher. W hoſe words I hartily wiſh,that the indiffe- 
rent Reader may ponder ſeriouſly with me. For ithe 
ſo doe, hee cannot chuſe but abhor latepopery,and 
know kt tobe the new Religion. 

This Biſhop was alearned man, a great papilſt, 8 
faid forpopery whatpoſsibly he could,yer he grateth 
many things,{of ſuch force is the truth) which quite 
oucrthrow popery,and turnc it vpfide-downe. Firſt
